I. Claims 1-2 and 4, drawn to a polymer product and an article containing 
the same, classified in class 528, subclass 394. 

II. Claims 3, drawn to a semiconductor, classified in class 257, subclass 758. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions. Claim 3 is directed to a semiconductor and divulges detailed 
structure. The semiconductor of claim 4, while it contains some of the same structural 
attributes, may differ significantly from that of claim 3. Furthermore, each of claims 1 , 3, 
and 4 discloses in some context a similar genus of polymer material whereas claim 3 
does not mention any polymer material whatsoever.
